It will be seen that thei'c was a great dimimition in the yield of the Crops in 1859 
compared with the previous year. The Cereals produced less by 1,183,519 Quartei-s! 
Potatoes show a decrease of 562,702 Tons, or about suMcieni to supph/ everu fainih/ in 
Ireland (averaging five persons to a family) %cith a stone of potatoes each day for nearly hco 
months and a-halj. Turnips show a reduction of 902,717 Tons ; Man<^cd 'Wnrzel of 
96,477 Tons; Cabbage, of 51,487 Tons; mid Hay, of 379,227 Tons. The onlv crop which 
shows an mm'ease is the important one— Flax, which yielded 3,991 Tons above the pro- 
duce in 1858, but this was owing to 44,636 acres more having been sown in 1859 
Tins decrease in the average yield of all the Crops in 1859, may be attributed to the 
ptreme dryness and high temperature of the season, the weather havin''- been for a 
long period unusually hot, and rain not having fallen for a considerahle time • and also 
to the decrease m the Acrm;ie under Tdlvje, as shown in the following Table

It is satisfactory to o!)serve that, notwithstanding the great comparative diminufiou in 
the yield of the Crops in 1S59, the Corn Ci*ops produced for the consumption of each 
family in Ireland, assuming five persons to a family, 212 stones fur the year, or about 
8 lbs. daily; and the Potato Crop, 3-s% tons for the year, or nearly 22 lbs. daily.

I'MIGRATTON FROM IRISH PORTS IN 1859. 

The Einigi’iition from Irish Ports during the })!iat year exceeded that of the pre- 
vious one by 16,506 persons; 68,093 having leit the country in 1858, and 84,599 in 
1859 — of this latter amount, 46,431, were utaleSj and .38,168 females; these include 2,679 
males and 1,321 females, or 4,000 peraons who did not belong to Ireland, leaving the 
remaining 80,599 to repi*esent the emigi*atiou of fiie Irish during 1859. The follovdn^ 
Table gives the number of Emigrants from each. Province, and also of those who belonged 
to other countries —

The effect of the emigration in diminishing the population of Ireland «nce^tlie Census 
of 1851 is attempted to"^be shown in. the following Table. Owing to the continued want 
of a '•••eT.teral measure for the Registration of Bh-ths and Deaths in this couiitiy, it v.-as 
necessarv in the co 3 nputations,''to use the averages of these events in England and 
■\\'ales as^'Tiven in the Reports of the Registrar-Generol. The births are tlierefore^ assumed 
to have been 1 to 31. and the deaths 1 to 45 of the population in each vear. It is greatly 
to be resretted that there are not more satisfactory data upon which to base this uni^rt^t 
and interesting calculation ; and it is earnestly to bj desired tliat this Session of Parlia- 
ment mav not pass over without supplying so great a want in the social legislation of tins 
part of the united kingdom, which presents the strange anomaly ^of being the oidy 
civilhcc-d couiitrv in the world in which the Births, Deaths, and Marriages of the luliabi- 
t;mts are not systematically recorded.

It will be seen from the foregoing Summary that of the entire number of emigrants the 
largest proportion was from the county and city of Cork, which contributed moie than 
per cent, of the total emigration ; the other counties and cities in Munster also gave 
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a large proportion; OATing to which it would appear that this province lost a greater 
number of its inhabitants by emigration since 1851, than either Leinster, Ulster, or 
Connaught.

I beg here to observe, that I have not for the last three yeai's procured the pai’ticular 
information relative to weeds, whicli, during some previous seasons, formed part of the 
inquiries made by the Enumerators, and from which was derived a tolerably accurate 
estimate of the great extmt to which weeds toei'e permitted to grow and shed their seeds, 
not only alo^ig the sides of the highroads, railicays, and canals, but also on the tillage and 
grass lands of the country. An^, I regret to state, that I continue to receive communi- 
cations from various quarters which show that but little improvement has taken place in 
abating what may be termed “the weed nuisance” in Ii’cland. Before 1857, the Returns 
of Tillage and Live Stock were obtained during the months of August and September — 
a period when weeds could be easily observed by the Enumerators ; it is, however, now 
considered that the beginning of June — a date when those vegetable pests of the farm 
have not reached raatui'ity — is the most suitable time to ascertain the aci'cage under Crops 
and the number of Live Stock. I, therefore, found that a satisfactory statement regarding 
the prevalence of weeds could not be furnished to me by the Enumerators so early in the 
year as June, and for this reason discontinued the inquiry. I have, however, continued 
to call public attention to the great apathy which prevails in many parts of the country 
on this important subject ; and trust that some leg^ enactment — which, I have no doubt, 
would be most gratefully received by the farming classes — may soon be in force to 
convpel the destruction of weeds with xdnged seeds before they are allowed to ripen. 

In conclusion, I beg again to express my obligations to the landed proprietore and 
tenant farmers of Ireland who have so readily afforded information to the Enumerators, 
respecting the Agricultural Produce of the country, and to the many elected and ex-officio 
Guardians who have revised these Returns. I am also indebted to the Metropolitan and 
Provincial Press for their continued advocacy of the importance of these inquiries.
